GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF IRELAND. 

The first meeting for the session of the above 
society was on Wednesday evening, at eight o'clock, 
College time, in the new hall, Trinity College.

Professor Haughton, president, read a most 
interesting paper on the joints of the limestone in the 
county Fermanagh, which he referred to two conjugate 
systenis, similar to those observed by him in the old rea 
sandstone ofthe county Waterford. The direction of 
these joints were E 30. N. and N.S, with others at 
right angles to those directions, and distinct traces of & 
system running N.E. and S.W. He said that those 
joint systems were observable in the lower and upper 
limestone, and in the beds of limestone intercalate | in 
the calp shale of the middle limestone. ‘They fermed 
a remarkable system, indicating the direction of ti 
forces that formerly acted on the limestone when in the 
state of soft. plastic calcareous sandstone. 
Dr. Sidney exhibited, on the part of Mr. Edmurtdson, 
Assistant Astronomer of the Royal Observatory, 
county Antrim, a specimen of tertiary lignite, which 
was found in a deep railway cutting at Armagh.

In both cases 
the formidable figures of grim statistics show clearly, 
what we have wet eee from many other 
and surely. The nett produce of the Irish revenue 
for 1858 was £6,677,691. Of this sum, £2,341,999 was 
derived from Customs, and £2,899,000 from Excise. 
It is curious to observe the near ion, in 
all countries, of these two classes of duties. So nearly 
ratio of comfort of any people from the proportion of 
its foreign trade, and vice versa. The Customs of Ire- 
land for 1857.were £2,098,353, while the Excise was 
£2,934,000. This appears to bea contradiction te our 
theory, but it is not really so. As the amount of 
profit can only be estimated upon realisation, so 
the Excise of any year ought properly to be esti- 
mated by the Customs of the year preceding. Thus, 

the Customs of 1856 were largely above those of 
1857, while the Excise was less; and similarly we 
may infer that, as the Customs of this year are 
above the last, so will be the Excise. The property 
and income-tax for 1857 was nearly double the 
amount of this year. This arises, of course, from 
the reduction of the poundage; a reduction we 
cannot hope to maintain if Mr. Bright succeeds in 
levying all taxes off our own people, and none off 
the foreigner. The diminution, however, £500,000, 
is so much added to the productive capital of the 
country. At the beginning of the year we had in hand 
a balance of £998,000. This balance in our favour now 
stands at £1,005,104, inaddition to £536,802 remitted 
to the Exchequer in England. It is well to remark 
that the Customs duty collected in Dublin was alone 
equal to that of our five greatest cities, being 
£1,018,226; Belfast, the next in amount, only 
reaching to £383,089. 

It is startling to find, that with all our progress in 
moderation and temperance, there were retained, for 
home consumption in Ireland, no less than 5,771,291 
gallons of spirits, or very close upon a gallon each for 
every man, woman, and child in the kingdom. ‘The 
money expended on this article was close upon four 
millions. Four millions absolutely thrown away, and 
productive of misery and crime! Of tobacco, there 
were used up 5,690,707lbs., or a pound for every in- 
habitant. As tobacco is double the price of tea, and 
as of the latter there were consumed in Ireland 
10,348,280lbs., it follows that as much money was 
expended on tobacco as on tea. 

Foreign countries received trom us last year a very 
small amount of either live or dead provision, the 
largest item being 2,172 barrels of pork and beef, 
while of spirits we exported 140,195 gallons. We 
sent abroad £3,000 worth of Irish linens, in addition 
to 819,874 yards of the same material. This is a 
wretched total for what was the ancient staple trade 
of Ireland. Ifthe durability and other advantages 
of sound Irish linen were known, the trade ought to 
amount to two or three millions yearly. Again, 
we exported but 400,000 yards of cotton. What 
isjthis to the £20,000,000 exportation of England ? 
and yet labour is cheap here, living moderate, and 
taxation light in comparison with England. We 
have an immense water power running wastefully into 
the sea—enough to turn all the mills of Manchester 
ten times over. We look forward to the time when 
the steamers from America will not have to pass 
through the dangerous navigation of the Channel to 
unload their cotton, but will leave bales upon bales 
at Cork, Galway, or Limerick, to afford employment 
to manufacturers of our own. 

The vast capacities of Ireland, as an agricultural 
and pastoral country, may be judged of from the fact, 
that we exported to England last year 262,846 oxen, 
22,224 calves, 397,914 sheep, 369,041 swine, 163,623 
quarters of wheat and flour, and 1,540,794 quar- 
ters of oats! Englishmen, too, are beginning 
to import Irish whiskey largely: they took from 
us last year nearly two millions of gallons. 

Independently of the great value of Ireland to 
England, as a market for her manufactures, a school 
for her army, anda recruiting ground for all her 
forces, she is invaluable as a feeding-store for her 
people. If England is prepared to go to war with 
Spain to preserve Morocco as the provision depot for 
Gibraltar, is it not a little strange that the defence 
of Ireland against possible invasion is to be assigned 
to the militia and constabulary---aided, we suppose, 
by the very few of the Protestant population who 
possess arms, or know how to use them?

We wish to remind our readers that to-morrow is the 
day appointed by the Lord Mayor of Dublin for the 
presentation of a congratulatory address to Captain 
M‘Clintock, upon his safe return from his arduous 
expedition. We happen to know that an exact and 
complete account will be given of Captain M‘Clin- 
tock's adventure, illustrated by an enormous map, 18 
feet square. Asa source of geographical information 
alone, upon a hitherto unknown and mysterious 
region, the meeting will be full of interest to the 
audience. Even without this, the presence of the 
brave Irish Captain who successfully tracked the foot- 
steps of Franklin, and ascertained his fate, should, 
with Irishmen, command a crowded auditory. 


Our attention has been directed to an article in the 
Dublin Evening Post of Tuesday, commenting upon 
a statement which appeared in this journal, relative 
to the Convent in Baggot-street. The Post, of 
course, indulges in abuse and invective, and gives its 
readers a digest of the lives of the Saints in a sort of 
panegyric upon the Sisters of Mercy. But the Poat 
does not deny the facts we stated. The Post does 
not deny that shrieks in the Nunnery alarmed passen- 
gers in the streets, or that the acts of violence de- 
scribed by our correspondent took place. Since we 
printed the letter, we have had reason to believe that 


there should take place authoritative visitations of 
all Nanneries, and of that of Baggot-street in par- 
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France would pursue her policy not- 

ing. This, like a hundred other canards, flut- 

tered itsday and died. Yesterday we published all that has 
really taken place about this much braited affair. The 
English Minister at Madrid, hearing that Spain wasabout 
to recross the strait and return the visit paid by Tarik 
some centuries since, said in effect to the Spanish Go- 
vernment, “Gentlemen, we hear you are preparing to 
invade Moroceo, We hope you are not about to make 


lead to the Mediterranean.” 
Minister replies, after some little attempt at evasion, 
that Spain no intention of this kind, and, satisfied 
with this assurance, England resumes her attitude of 
indifference. This is all ; but it has been enough, seen 
through the haze of foreign apprehension, to present us 
to the world as sympathisers with the Riff pirates, ene- 
mies of civilisation, and hatersof great deeds which we 
have not the soul to emulate. Never,. however, was in- 
nocence so basely traduced. No such evil passions dis- 
turb our placidity. Perhaps there may be a little 
dash of wicked amusement in the glance with 
which we note all this fuss and bounce about 
chastising a few piratical tribes. Every maritime na- 
tion in Europe has had occasion to do this from time to 
time, and has done it without giving it the importance 
of a national war. Spain, busy with her new pet en- 
terprise, patted on the back by her great French friend, 
and believing that all Europe is anxious tocome between 
her and her prey, suggests a contrast with Spain of the 
olden time; but then she also suggests a favourable 
comparison with Spain of recent times. We are glad 
to see a return of action and activity in a body so long 
paralysed. Pugnacity is life. Spain has been a first- 
class Power, and if she can by internal peace and in- 
dustry regain her importance we should welcome her 
back to the councils of Europe, just as an old member 
of the House of Commons, who, after along absence, at 
last finds a seat again, is welcomed back by his 
old friends in that assembly. We helped Spain not long 
ago with men and millions to prevent her becoming a 
dependency of France; we are not likely to look unfa- 
fourably upon any symptom which promises us that we 
shall not have to do a similar office again. If she has 
blood enough in her veins to fight the Moors, she can 
perhaps hold her own against foreign subjection, and 
— herself against any attempt to rob her of 

As to the Moors, they have always been her own 
property as enemies, and it would be unfriendly to 
take them away from her; but we have as little reason 
to love them and as g reason to chastise them as 
she has. It is by English ships that these Riff pirates 
make their money, certainly not by the commerce 
of Spain. If we had thought it worth our while, 
or had believed that punishment would be effica- 
cious as a preventative, we should have long ago ad- 
ministered correction to these people without making 
any great talk about it. If Spain will perform this 
office for us, we cannot see what possible reason we 
can have for any envy or ill-wishes towards her good 
enterprise. All our inconvenience, we apprehend, 
will be confined to the blockade of Tangier. Now, 
Tangier is our beef market for Gibraltar. ‘The beef is 
not very good, but it is cheap and plentiful, and even a 
Frenchman ought to have some toleration for a little 
sensitiveness in an Englishman who is threatened with 
a blockade of his roast beef. Happily, however, 
Tangier is not the only beef market in this part of the 
world, and perhaps we can hardly make a greater 
grievance of this loss than that we may have to pay a 
halfpenny a pound more for the fresh meat eaten by the 
Gibraltar garrison. 

Confiding that the Spaniardsarea honourable na- 
tion, meaining whatthey say, and having no arriere 
pensee of selling themselves and the rest of the world to 
any other Power, we are und to wish them all 
success in their war against the Moors. If they were 
to ask our opinion as to the prudence of the proceeding— 
which they have not done—or if it occurred to us to 
talk the topic over among ourselves, we might, as a 
mere matter of speculation, think it not quite the wisest 
of all possibleenterprise. Some of us English are Spanish 
bondholders, and these will think that Spain had better 
pay her debts before she talks high about her honour ; 
but these people speak only for themselves, and we pass 
by the topic, as one interesting only to individuals. 
Ít is a more general consideration that nothing is 
to be got out ofthese Moors. The war must be 
very expensive, and the mortality. must be very 
great. e lately gave some statements as to the loss 
in superior officers sustained by the French army from 
cholera in their Morocco expedition, and we can guess 
from the loss in officers how great must have been the 
mortality among the soldiers. It would seem probable 
that a few barren acres round Ceuta will be purchased 
at a cost as great as would buy up an equal area in our 
London streets. It can scarcely be a good investment. 
But this is entirely for Spain to consider. Perhaps 
she goes into this war not for profit but for fighting’s 
sake. She wants a fight, like other people. France 
has had her fight,and Austria has had her fight, and 
England has had her fight, and Piedmont has 
had her fight. Spain probably thinks it a 
matter of national dignity to have her fight 
like the rest, just as some old country squires have 
thought it derogatory to the position of a county family 
to be withuut a Chancery suit.

have yed a calmness, a dignity, and a love of jus- 
tice which has amazed their triends and confounded 
their enemies. Without vainglorious bluster they have 
expressed their determination to be free, and to conduct 
their own affairs in their own way. By judicious mea- 
sures affecting the currency, , and customs, 
they have made the whole of Central Italy substantially 
one, and are even now working a and main, by 
completing railways and roads, to render intercourse as 
free as possible. With a stern resolution they have set 
aside every political intrigue of Emperors and diploma- 
tists which had for its object to separate one part of 
Italy from another. As Ricasoli truly said, the ideas 
ot the Italians were clear from the first, and the several 
Ministers of Central Italy have ued them with 
steady aim. In short, these people have given conclu- 
sive proof that they are capable of self-government, and 
that they are determined to achieve it, even at the risk 
of bloodshed. And the event which has just taken 
place—the election of a Regent—is the last, and pro- 
bably the most decisive proof yet given of their reso- 
tion. Their future course is clear. Let the same 
policy be steadfastly pursued, and neither Louis Napo- 
leon nor any other potentate will dare to embark on 
that perilous policy of armed coercion which has proved 
so disastrous to Austria. 

In this momentous crisis the duty of England is 
plain. She is, in fact, mistress of the situation. Let 
her adhere steadfastly to those principles, the announce- 
ment of which at Aberdeen has already produced its 
effect in Italy. Let her steadfastly refuse to be a party to 
any public act in which the wishes of the Italian peo- 
ple shall bein any degree thwarted. The time has gone 
by forever when it might be possible to arrange the map 
of Europe according to family ideas. Ignore therational 
wishes of the Italians, insurrection and revolution must 
follow. As Lord Ellenborough says, in his statesman- 
like letter to Lord Brougham, the only peace for Europe 
is in the freedom of Italy. This is the true policy of 
England, and if Austria understood her interest, the true 
policy of Austria. And if Congress there is to be, it is 
of vital importance that England, if she condescends to 
be present, should inexorably adhere to her own na- 
tional principles. Nor, indeed, after the reiterated 
pledges of Ministers, is hesitation possible.

THE WRECK OF THE ROYAL CHARTER—THE 
LIFTING OPERATIONS. 
Tusspar.—The “lumper,” or lifting ap- 

paratus, for which Messrs. Gibbs, Bright, and y 

had sent to Liverpool in the early part of last week, ar- 

rived here on Saturday. The divers say that the wreck 
lies in avery intricate and, to them, danderous heap. 

They walk some of the heavy machinery of the 

ship and have to grope their way amidst ironwork. 

One of them met with a corpse on Sunday, 

but was unable to remove it from the mass of tim- 

ber and iron in which it was entangled. The 

RoyalCharter was steered with a splendid patent steer- 

ing apparatus. This the divers succeeded in attaching 

te thechains of the lumper, and it was hauled up in an 
almost perfect state ; a segment of the wheel bein the 
only part broken away. The bullion-room of the Royal 

Charter was about eighteen feet up from the keel. It 

was, as is. usual in similar ships, formed out of a portion 

of the stern, to which an iron deck, iron sides, and an 
iron door were attached. In this room the ingots, specie, 
and dust, consigned to parties in this country, were de. 
posited. The gold consigned to the captain was placed 
in small cubical mahogany boxes, on which were 
affixed the seal of the captain and of the party who 
committed the gold to his custody. Those boxes were 
deposited in the bullion-room. That the bullion-room 
is not intact, but has been knocked to pieces, is proved 
beyond a doubt by the fact that fragments of the cubical 
“boxes, with seals on them, have, within the 

last few been found alongthe beach. Nevertheless 
the gentleman who watch the operations of 
the divers are very sanguine as to the recovery of the 
ingete and the specie. Of the recovery of the gold dust 
the same hopes are not entertained. On Sunday night 
there was a very heavy gale in Dullar Bay.

In submitting their report for the past half year, the 
directors have again the satisfaction of congratulating 
the proprietors on the steady prosperity of the company. 
The directors refer to the report of Mr. Barnes for a de- 
tailed explanation of the various operations carried on 
at the mine during the half year. From it the share- 
holders will see that the great north lode, driven through 
at the fifty-sixth crosscut, has been found to be thirty- 
three feet wide (a fact of immense importance for the 
permanent production of the mine), and that a shaft has 
been commenced in the 60 fathom level, to be carried 
down in the course ofthe lode to this crosscut, a depth of 
about 85 fathoms. During the first half year the demand 
for our ore has been very great, and the utmost exertions, 
as to carriage and shipping, as well as at the mine, have 
been necessary to supply the wants of our customers. 
From the high price of brimstone, and the general 
prosperity in the alkali trade, there is every reason to 
believe that this satisfactory state of things will con- 
tinue. With regard to the important point of carriage, 
the proprietors are aware that the Dublin and Wicklow 
RailwayCo., have obtained an act for the extension of their 
line through the Vale of Ovoca to Gorey. The directors 
look with confidence to the increased certainty and 
facility of carriage on the completion of the line. On 
comparing the accounts of the present half year with 
those of the proceeding, it will be seen that there 
has been a falling off in the quantity raised of 
coppery pyrites of 450 tons, and an 
increase in ordinary pyrites of 1,448 tons, and that the 
total production for the last half year has been 21,000 
tons, which large rate of production the directiors hope 
to be enabled to continue.

The Chairman then said that the details of the report 
from the managing director, and the statements in the 
general report of the directors, left him nothing to do 
but to congratulate them upon the state of 
the company. There was one anomally, however, 
connected with the affairs of the company to which he 
should refer—pamely, that the directors had determined 
to pay three dividends withinthe year. This gratifying 
circumstance was to be accounted for solely upon the | 
ground of their prosperity, for they bad a large demand 
for ore, and much greater facility for shipping it than 
previously, and, moreover, their customers had paid more 
largely in cash than they were in the habit of doing. 
The directors wished that the shareholders should take 
every advantage of their increased prosperity; therefore 
they offered the present dividend, and he was sure it 
would be received willingly by them. There was ano- 
ther gratifying circumstance connected with their recent 
operations to which he felt bound to allude—that was 
the erection of a neat school-house at their mines, and 
which was likely to produce good results for the children 
of the miners and the minersthemselves.

The chairman then proposed that the above reports, 
with the statement of accounts, be received and entered 
upon the books of the company. 

Mr. Nathaniel Hone seconded the resolution , which 
was carried. 

It was next proposed and seconded that a dividend 
of £2 per share, free of income-tax, be paid on first De- 
cember next. 

The resolution as to empowering the directors to 
dispose of the shares remaining in their hands was next 
considered. 

Mr. Jemes Haughton inquired how these shares had 
got into the hands of the company. 

The Chairman said they had been purchased a long 
time ago, and that the directors, after deliberating on 
the matter, thought, that as these shares would bring in 
a large profit to the company, it would be most advisa- 
ble to dispose of them. 

Mr. Haughton said he did not see the use of selling 
them, when they did not want capital. 

The Chairman replied it was the opinion of the di- 
rectors that it would be better to have the amount 
realised added to the indemnity fund than to retain 
the shares as now. 

After some further discussion of the question, it was 
resolved, without dissent, that the directors should be 
empowered to dispose of the shares as soon as they 
deemed it advisable.

Of eourse L’Unirers growls at every human 
development or manifestation that does not chime in 
with its own dismal cherus, and has denounced the great 
German poet for lack of orthodoxy in his “ Hymn to 
Joy,” where, adopting a theory of Crigen, he speculates 
on even hell being at some period shut up. L’ Univers 
also disapproves of his glorious dithyramb, “ The gods 
of Greece,” as giving too beautiful an idea of the classic 
deities and ritual of Paganism. The most impressive 

pularrites end exhibitions which L’ Univers is in the 
habit of extolling are simply plagiarisms from the Pagan 
liturgy. 

It Aill be news to most pcople to learn that a daugh- 
te“ of Schiller is still extant to rejoice in the universal 
‘homage paid him, not only by the 50 millions of his 
countrymen in Europe, but by the wide-spread German 
race in British and other colonies all over the world. 
In the Augsburg Gazette there appears a letter from this 
lady, the Baronne Emely de Gleichen Russwurm (nee de 
Schiller), whose residence is Greifinstein sur Bonneland, 
Lower Franconia, in Bavaria. She earnestly asks to be 
supplied with copies of all odes, speeches, musical com- 
positions, and other documents illustrative in every town 
and place of her father’s memory, that she may treasure 
up as an heirloom for her children these titles of true 
mobility. 

J must, asa truthful chronicler, inform you that at 
Trieste the only popular opposition to this celebration 
in any locality has originated among the Italian inhabi- 
tants, who are in overwhclming majority. They do not 
find fault with the poct, but their abhorrence of every- 
thing Germanic, Austria being the only medium through 
which Fatherland is known to them, has aroused hosti- 
lity utterly undeserved. Such is the false light in 
which Vienna has placed Weimar, Berlin, and the 
whole Confederation, as far as Italy can view it. Words 
of freedom from the lips or lyre of a Tedesco seem to 
them a complete derision, and as for the glorious 
bard—“ he, too, is a Galilean, as his speech maketh 
manifest.” 

You wil] have telegram news as to the convocation of 
Central Italy to transact their own affairs, and appoint 
as Regent cither Cavour or Prince Carignan, quite re- 
gardiess of diplomatic intrigue. Garibaldi has no notion 
of yielding to soft sawder or conventional forms. If 
force comes it will be met, and no mistake. 

On the night of 2d November the battle-field of Ma- 
genta was lit up by paper lanthorns, which the peasan-

Sir,—With reference to the preparations making in 
Spain with a vizw to hostilities in Morocco, I wish you 
to observe tothe President of the Council and to the 
Miv‘.ster of Foreign Affairs, that the differences between 
the Governments uf Spain and Morocco appear to have 
arisen from outrages committed by Moors in the vivi- 
nity of Ceuta, but that those outrages appear to have 
been provoked by the excitements and defiances of the 
Governor of Ceuta ; that a wild and untamed 
Tace seem to have become ungovernable, and to have 
made hostile attack against the Spanish garrison 

of Ceuta. 

That if the Spanish Government only seek redress 
for wrongs and vindication of their honour, her Majesty’s 
Government will not interpose any obstacle to their 
obtaining such reparation. But ifthe outrages of the 
wild Moorish tribes are to be made a ground for con- 
quest, and especially on the coast, her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment are bound to look to the security of the for- 
tress of Gibraltar. 

You are therefore instructed to ask fora declaration 
in writing, that if the Spanish troops should, in the 
course of hostilities, occupy Tangier, that occupation 
will be temporary, and will not extend beyond the ratifi- 
cation of a treaty of peace between Spain and Morocco. 
For an occupation till an indemnity is paid might become 
& permanent occupation and such permanent occupation 
hér Majesty’s Government consider inconsistent with the 
safety of Gibraltar. 

Her Majesty’s Government are sincerely desirous of 
maintaining with Spain the most amicable relations, but 
they are bound to provide for the safety of her Majesty’s

permanenently any portion of the Sultan’s territory. 
Senor Collantes, in his reply of the 6th of October, 
states that when once the treaty of peace which 
should put an end to the hostilities between Spain and 
Morocco should be ratified, the questions now existing 
being settled favourably, and therefore definitively, the 
Spanish Government, in fulfilment of their intentions, 
would not continue in the occupation of that fortress 
(Tangier), in the supposition that they should have

Sir,—The Government of the Queen my Sovereign 
have reason to believe, frora the reports of her Majesty’s 
Charge d’Affaires at Tangier, and from the late declaura- 
tions of her Catholic}Majesty’s Government in the Cortes, 
that her Catholic Majesty is about to declare war to the 
Emperor of Morocco, in consequence of the Moorish 
Government having declined a demand on the part of 
her Government that certain territory lying between 
the fortress of Ceuta and the mountainous ridge, or 
Sierra of Bullones, should be ceded to Spain. 
From my verbal communications to your Excellency 
on this subject, you are already aware that the Govern- 
ment of the Queen my Sovereign entertain apprehen- 
sions that the cession to Spain of the territory in ques- 
tion cannot take place without seriously compromising 
the freedom of the navigation of the Straits of Gibral- 
tar ; andit is, therefore, my duty, in execution of 
instructions which I have received from her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to in- 
quire how far her Catholic Majesty’s Government pro- 
pose that the rayon of Ceuta should be extended, and 
more particularly to request that your Excellency will 
have the goodness to name the points on the coast which, 
in the event of the views of her Catholic Majesty’s Go- 
vernment being carried into effect, would be included 
within the territory of Spain. 
In addressing these inquiries to your Excellency, I am 
further to request that 1 may receive answers to them 
at your Excellency’s earliest convenience. I avail, &c.,

(Translation. ) 
Palace, Oct. 21, 1859. 
Sir,—I Have received the note which vou have had 
the goodness to address to me, dated this day, and I 
have informed myself of its contents with particular at- 
tention. 
In the present state of the question of Morocco, 
owing to the inconceivable resistance of the Sultan's 
Government to satisfying the just demands of Spain, it 
is very difficult, if not impossible, for the Cabinet of 
Madrid to determine, even approximately,; the nature 
of the guarantees which they may find themselves 
under the necessity of asking, in order to assure the re- 
sults of the hostilities which are on the point of com- 
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cidents as carefully as the press of a free country ought, 
in the interest of public tranquillity and morality, 

eager to bring such facts into the lightofday. At Rome, 
for instance, during my stay there last winter, a gentle- 
man was robbed and stabbed in full daylight in the Piazza 
San Lorenzo in Lucia, one of the most crowded thorough- 
fares of the city ; a crowd was scarvely allowed to as- 
semble on the spot, the bleeding victim was whisked off 
in a few minutes, the blood was hastily washed off from 
the pavement, the assassin made his escape at full lei- 
sure, and halt an hour later the event was not known on 
the very spot where it came to pass, and was stoutly 
denied everywhere else About the town. I could quote 
English witnesses to prove an even more shocking tra- 
gedy occurring in the Piazza del Popolo about the same 
time, also soon after noon, when the loss of two lives 
created as little stir, and passed off equally unnoticed. 
Such is the Government which the Emperor Napoleon 
glibly talks of bringing to the adoption of “ the neces- 
sary reforms” to fit Rome to be the “scat of the Italian 
Confederation,” a confederation to be based on a '“system 
of wiseliberty.” He seems to have forgotten that neither 
his promises, conveyed in his letter to Edgar Ney, nor all 
the help of French and Austrian troops, has had power 
in 10 years—I will not say to establish in the Papal 
States a Government on the basis of rational freedom, 
but even to protect life and property against the per- 
petration of atrocious crimes, in the full glare of the sun, 
und in sight of Castle St. Angelo and the Vatican. 
Such are some of the comments occurring to the 
Italians as they read Napoleon’s marvellous letter, pub- 
lished in the 7 imes of the 29th of last month. A con- 
queror at Solferino, he says, he found himself in pre- 
sence of insurmountable obstacles, and acknowledged 
that the deliverance of Italy as far as the Adriatic was 
something within the domains of that “ Impossible” 
which his uncle had expunged from the French diction- 
ary. Just at the moment that he had virtually resigned 
his claims both to omniscience and omnipotence, he took 
upon himself the task of carrying into effect the treaty 
of Villafranca, which, even as modified by the treaty of 
Zurich, contains as many egregious impossibilities as it 
numbers articles and almost lines and words. : 
First, the Pope is to be a prince—a liberal prince— 
and the federal chief of liberal princes ; and, if the Pope 
demurs, why we are not told who is to convert his 
nay into yea. 
Then the King of Naples is to be made to open his 
budget of amnesties and constitutions; and, if the King 
prove contumacious, as |:is father did, against the com- 
bined remonstrances, threats, and even voies de fait of 
England and France, we are not told what means are to 
be employed to bring him to reason. 


Then, again, the princes of Central Italy are to be 
restored to their States ; they are to be reconciled with 
their subjects; they are to become constitutional Sove- 
reigns. Here, if we know not how the scheme is to be 
carried into effect, we have been a hundred times in- 
formed by what means it is not to be carried into effect, 
and that is positively not by armed intervention. 
The thing is to be done if it can be done—and if 
nota——. 

Finally, “ Venice shall be a purely Italian province;” 
it shall have “a separate representation, with an Ita- 
lian army. Mantua and Peschiera shall be federal for- 
tresses.” 

As the separate national, liberal Government of the 
Venetia has been stipulated at Villafranca, it is a pity 
Austria did not begin her re-organisation immediately 
after the cessation of hostilities, and it is greatly to be 
regretted that these last four months have only aggra- 
vated the deplorable condition of her remaining 
Italian subjects. If sucha system of reformas Austria 
has lately inaugurated in that ill-fated province is 
allowed to be carried to any greater iength, nothing will 
indeed be easier than to establish any Government 
there, as nothing is easier than to govern a country with- 
out people. The emigration from the Venetia is some- 
thing appalling. No less than 13,000 youths able to 
bear arms are now swelling the ranks of the Sardinian 
and Central Italian armies. Women and children, the 
aged,and even the infirm,follow apace,ins pite of all checks 
and hindaances the police can contrive. The move- 
ment has gained the remotest provinces. We seeevery- 
where emigrants from the Friuli, from the Italian Tyrol, 
and even from the formerly so faithful, so German, or at 
least sojamphibivuscity of Trieste. Such is the disposition 
of the Venetians to abide the fate allotted :o them 
by the all-wise French Emperor, such even allowing 
a great deal for Italian exaggeration, and believing only 
one-tenth ofthe stolid deeds of rigour and vexation to which 
the people have been subjected since Villafranca—such 
is the inclination of Austria to meet the Venetians half 
way, and to ground her power on mutual concession and 
conciliation. 


The French Emperor, in short, asks both of the Ita- 
lians and of their enemies the very things they 
are, all of them, most loth to grant. He studies 
everything that may prove most unacceptable to all 
parties, then says coolly, “All this shall come to 
pass.” 

Yet, how is it to come to pass ? Take, for instance, 
the very simple question of Peschiera and Mantua. 
What if Austria refuse to give up those strongholds to 
federal, that is, Italian garrisons? Will Napoleon 
wrench them from her hands by war? And, supposing 
Austria to yield, what if, after the Italians are in pos- 
session of those two citadels, they become clamorous 
also for Veronaand Legnano? Will Napoleon under- 
take to put them down by strength of arms ® That war 
on the Mincio, from which he shrunk, ia the heat 
of action and the full tide of success, would have again 
and and again to be recommenced in cold blood, 
now against Austria, now against Italy, whenever 
either Austria or Italy stood up for the fulfilment of 
the most sacred promises given at different periods 
by the French Emperor, either at the outbreak 
of the war or at the conclusion of the peace. 


The monarch who jnaugurated his reign with the 
words “L’ Empire e’est la pair,” has now hit npon a plan 
which bids fair to set him at war with the Pope and the 
King of Naples, the Austrian Emperor, and the Sar- 
dinian Monarch, the people of Centra] Italy and their 
rinces. Of all and each of these, the most unpalatable, 
f not most unreasonable, demands are made. All 
of them are to accede to something that of all things 
is most repugnant to their wishes, most contrary to 
their principles, most derogatory to their character, most 
at issue with their votes and engagements, most opposite 
to the resulfs they had been led to expect. If the Em- 
peror is only bent on this odd arrangement with a view 
to play the comedy All in the Wrong, to challenge contra- 
diction on all parts, and prove what he may call wilfu!-

CHANCERY APPEAL COURT—Yesterpar. 
(Before the Lord Chancellor and the Chief Justice of 
Appeal.) | 

Bentley v. Robinson. 

The hearing of the arguments of counsel having con- 
cluded in this case, their lordships delivered judgment, 
which substantially was to the effect that the estate of 
Richard Robinson was liable for the sum of £4,500, the 
amount which it was alleged he had misapplied as trus- 
tee under the marriage settlement of the parents of 
the respondents. As against that claim, certain rents 
received by Mrs. Bentley out of the leasehold estatee 
purchased by the trustee were to be allowed, and she, on 
the other hand, was to get credit for the amount due to 
her on foot of her annuity. The case was referred to 
the Master, for the purpose of taking an account be- 
tween the parties, and the question of costs was re- 
served until their lordships had received his report. 


ROLLS COURT—YeEsterpay. 
Lloyd v. Massey. 

This case came before the court on an appeal made 
by the respondent from the decision of Master Litton, 
to vary that part of his order which held that interest 
upon a sum of £15,000 settled on the marriage of the 
petitioner was well charged on the lands and premises. 
Mr. Warren, Q.C., with Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., contended 
that the interest was not chargeable on the land, and 
that the money did not bear interest, save from the 19th 
March, 1859, that being the date of the death of Hugh 
Massey. 
Mr. Lefroy, Q.C., and Mr. Blackburne, appeared on 
behalf of the petitioner, in support of the Master’s 
order. 
His Henour said the case had already been decided by 
him in favour of the petitioner. The Master had re- 
ported in his favour, and there was a decision of Lord 
Chancellor Brady to a similar effect. He would, there- 
fore, let the party bring the case before the Court of 
Appeal, when he could have the benefit of the re-deci- 
sion of the Lord Chancellor, and the consideration of 
the question by the Justices. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesrerpay. 
(Before Mr. Justice (’Brien.) 
The Queen, at the prosecution of Connolly James 
Gage, v. W. White. 

In this case, the particulars of which have been al- 
ready reported in the Inisn Times, 

Mr. Millar, Q.C., informed the court that he had not 
been able to find any case in which a criminal informa- 
tion had been granted for the use of language made to 
a third party, and not to the person complaining. He 
stated that the party in whose presence the- language 
was used was brother-in-law to Mr. Gage, which was 
sufficient to warrant the court in coming to the con- 
clusion that the intention of the defendant was to pro- 
voke a breach ofthe peace. 

His Lordship was of a contrary opinion, and refused 
the conditional order for a criminal information. 

The Queen v. Eliza Campbell. 

Mr. Hamilton moved that the informations against the 
defendant, who was at present confined in the jail of 
Omagh, on a charge of infanticide, might be returned 
into court, in order to have her admitted to bail. 

His lordship granted the motion. 

(Before the Full Court.) 
THE TREASURERSHIP OF THE COUNTY ANTRIM. 
The Queen, at the relation of Henry Leslie, é. William 
Verner. 

Mr. May, on behalf of Captain Verner, in this 
case, informed the court that the parties agreed 
to allow the cause shown without costs being 
given on either side. The parties were candidates for 
the treasurership of the county Antrim, and Captain 
Verner was elected. A conditional order was then ob- 
tained by Mr. Leslie, for a quo warranto, to try the 
legality of the election. The order was obtained on the 
ground that Capt..Verner was not duly elected, not 
being qualified, and that of fifty magistrates who voted 
for him, the votes of 39 were bad. ‘The objections raised 
against the votes for Mr. Verner, if decided adversely, 
would have given a majority to Mr. Leslie. The objec- 
tion tu the votes arose upon the construction of the 
third section of the Treasurer's Act, 4th Geo., 4 chap., 
33. Upon the day of the election upwards of 80 magis- 
trates assembled in the Belfast Court-house, Lord Mas- 
soreene being chairman. The candidates were repre- 
sented by counsel. The third section of the act au- 
thorised that an oath should be administered to 
every candidate for the treasurership, that he 
was possessed of property, real and personal, equal 
in amount to the sum for which he should be required 
to bind himself personally according to the amount 
mentioned in schedule A of the statute. It was alleged 
that the tender put in by Captain Verner was not suffi- 
cent as required, and that he should have made an affida- 
vit as to his qualifications, and that, not having made 
such affidavit, he was ineligible to be elected to the 
office. The principal objection raised against the votes 
registered for him was, that the voter did not name the 
particular part of the country where the lands were 
situate from which he derived his qualification. 
as required by the statute, the affidavit merely stating 
that the voter had a fee simple estate ofa clear annual 
value of £500. An objection was also raised against 
the votes for Mr. Leslie, which was, that the affidavits 
of the voters were not sworn before the chairman of the 
meeting, but before magistrates sitting in various parts 
of the room where the election was held. Captain 
Verner accordingly retains the office, the parties agree- 
ing to allow the cause shown. 

THE BOROUGH OF CARRICKFERGUS. 

The Rev. T. Lee, Me ; Edward Bowman, respon- 

ent. 

The court gave judgment in this case, the particulars 
of which have been already reported. The question 
was whether the Rev. Mr. Lee wasentitled to be re- 
gistered on the freemen’s roll for the borough of Car- 
rickfergus, he being resident outside the limits. He 
claimed by right ot being the son-in-law of a freeman. 
and contended that by right of ancient usage, although 
resident without the limits, he was yet’ entitled to be re- 


The Chief Justice, in delivering the unanimous judg- 
ment of the court, said that by an ancient charter a cer- 
tain franchise was given to the inhabitants resi within 
the limits of the borough, and he thought it would be a 
strong thing to hold that a person who was not an in- 
habitant was entitled to a franchise which was intended 
for the actual a of the borough. Upon the 
question raised as to right, by ancient usage, -

The learned counsel proceeded 
to argue that the foundation of his case was, that the 
words used were not actionable in themselves, be- 
cause he could not deny them, nor could he deny but 
that they amounted to a abuse of the plaintiff's 
wife, accusing her of not being exactly guilty of immo- 
ral conduct, but of being a person whom it was not de- 
sirable that the plaintiff should have married. 

Chief Justice Monahan—lI think there is an inuendo 
stating substantially that she was guilty of concubinage. 

Mr. Serjeant O'Hagan—Even so, Í apprehend that 
still the words are not actionable in themselves. 

Chief Justice—What I meant tothrow out was, that 
the charge did not amount to mere general abuse. . 

Mr. Sergeant O'Hagan said that, within the meaning 
of the authorities, he contended that the damage 
stated in the summons and plaint was too 
remote; that the words were not actionable 
in themselves, and did not necessarily imply 
anything which laid the foundation for an ac- 
tion. It was necessary, in order to sustain an 
action for special damage, that it should be the natural 
and necessary result of the use of the words spoken, and 
not only should it be the natural and necessary, but it 
should also be the legal, result of these words. For this 
proposition the learned gentleman cited Vickers and 
Wilcox, 8th East. p. 1., which, he said, was the leading 
authority on the subject. i 

Chief Justice—If a man tells a husband that the girl 
whom he has married, on the supposition of her being an 
honest woman, is little better than a prostitute, the gues- 
tion is not whether the man intended this to be the effect 
of his statement, but whether it was calculated to pro- 
duce on the mind of the husband that effect. j 

Mr. Serieant O'Hagan apprehended that what their 
lordships had to deal with was, not whether the words 
were calculated to produce such and such an effect, 


but whether the consequences which did result were such 


as might have been expected, as between man and man, 
to“flow from the use of these words. 

“Justice Ball—Is it not natural to expect that if the 
husband believed those words, he would not like his wife 
as well as he did before ? — i 

Mr. Serjeant O'Hagan—My own opinion is, that if 
a man believed she did the actsimputed, he might not be 
disposed to like her exactly as well as he did before. 
(Laughter.) , 

Chief Baron— That is a great concession ! (Laughter.) 

Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan—lIt certainly did not follow, 
because a man thought his wife was not that pure and 
perfect crysolite that he believed ber to be when he 
married her, that he would separate from her. . 

Chief Baron—W ould it not be reasonable for a jury to 
infer that the words used had this effect ? i 

Mr. Serjeant O'Hagan continued to urge that this 
might, on speculation, be considered the result of the 
words, but that it was not their legal consequence. The 
next proposition which he contended for was, that the 
damage was too remote; in other words, that if inter- 
vening between the speaking} of the words, as in this 
case, and the result as charged as the foundation of the 
action, the man himself who complains did that which 
resulted directly in the injury of which he complains, 
then the damage was not damage which could sustain 
the action. The special damage was merely the allega- 
gation that, in consequence of these words, he(the plain- 
tiff) sepurated from his wife, and sent her away to her 
father’s house, and was thereby deprived of her society. 

Chief Justice—This isan action not by the husband, 
but by the wife, who complains that he sent her away 
on account of the conduct of the defendant. 

Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan said that if their lordships held 
this to be the action of the wife, they would be esta- 
blishing a doctrine very dangerous in its consequences. 
Did the plaintiff, admitting as he should that the words 
were spoken, adopt the legal course by putting himself 
in action, for the purpose of separating from his wife, 
and separating from her on his own responsibility, with- 
out inquiry, without consideration, and upon the mere 
statement of a man who, perhaps, made it with malice, 
and without proper evidence ? The usual case of ac- 
tions brought in the name of a wite was where 
she had been injured by a third party ; but 
in the present case, the husband was the man who 
did the injury; it was not a third party who libelled 
the woman, or beat her, but it wasthe husband himself 
who had separated himself from her. The result of 
their lordships holding that special damage resulted 
to the wife, under such circumstances, would be to 
enable a husband to bring an dction in the name of 
his wife fora wrong which he himself had committed, 
and probably put damages into his pocket. After some 
further observations, the learned serjeant concluded an 
able argument for the plaintiff in error. 

Mr. Hemphill followed on the same side, but had not 
concluded when the court rose.

Mr. Kernan resisted the application; he admitted 
there was a mistake, and the assignee was ready to hand 
back the purchase-money, interest, and costs. 

Mr. Levy contended that his client was not bound to 
accede to those terms. 

His Lordship said he would direc: the purchase-money 
to be paid back, as it would be difficult to ascertain 
what compensation ought to be given, and repaying the 
purchaser all his costs, It was ultimately arranged that 
the purchaser should get five pounds, as the custs of the 
application, as he was fully warranted in making it; that 
he should return his purchase, and, if Roche’s pro- 
posal was found, that it should be handed to him.
